War Fund Drive is Given an Enthusiastic Kickoff1

DO LLARS...

eighty-eight thousand, seven hundred dollar* . . . 
$ 8 8 , 7 0 0 . . . 
Those are the numbers, the digits, the numerals, 
ringing in everyone’s ear this morning. Those are the 
vital, the magic, figures that blaze like electric lights 
in the consciousness of workers starting out today on 
their seven-day trek toward the goal. 
(SEVEN days, 
remember, kind citizen, not ten days as heretofore.) For 
$88,700 IS the goal—the goal of the third and last War­ 
ren County War Fund campaign. 
In the hall of the Y. W. C. A., nearly filled with an 


enthusiastic kickoff crowd of campaigners, the keynote 
of the drive was sounded by Dr. William F. Zimmerman, 
President of Thiel College: “Knowing tho record, know­ 
ing the need, what will be our response?” 
Dr. Zimmer­ 
man answered his own question, “If we have the spirit 
of the Good Samaritan, we will succeed not only in 
Warren County, but in the world-wide community.” 


Dr. Zim m erm an’s address was memorable for its straightfor­ 
ward, unqualified presentation of the W ar Fund story at home 
and abroad. 
He quoted President Trum an's declaration th a t “A 
g reat victory does not mean victory for all time. 
Victory m ust 
be kept won.” He described the work done by the W ar Fund for 
American soldiers, for the M erchant Marine, for the W ar Prison­ 
ers. 
He gave some graphic statistics. 
“The children alone, 
helped by the W ar Fund throughout the world, would, if put 
together, populate three hundred counties the size of W arren 
County. 
The displaced people who have been helped would 


populate one hundred tw enty Warren Counties. 
The total of 
all people of all classes served by the W ar Fund would equal 
1,400 W arren Counties.” 
“Never have so many been helped for so little,” Dr. Zimmer­ 
man went on, paraphrasing W inston C hun hill's famous sta te ­ 
m ent during the Battle of Britain. 
Food supplied directly by 
the W ar Fund would equal a train one-half mile long with 100,000 
pounds to each car. 
Clothing has been supplied to the extent 
of 280 carloads or a three-mile train. 
Four and a half million 
dollars of medicine and drugs h ale boon provided for those w ith­ 
out them. 
Yet all this is done with an adm inistrative expense 
of only one percent. 
“The approaching w inter in Europe is an approaching 
tragedy,” said Dr. Zimmerman. 
“You are on trial. 
I am on 
trial. 
W arren is a community where achievement is a char­ 
acteristic note.”

N ip Suicide 
Tactics Were 
Not Restricted

Tokyo, Oct. 16,— (AU—Japan’s 
w ar machine was so crushed as 
early as July, 1944, th at imperial 
general headquarters ordered all 
branches of the arm ed services to 
"become thoroughly’ indoctrinated 
in suicide attack s "at once. 
This was disclosed t oday at < ‘.en- 
eral 
M acA rthur’* 
headquarters, 
which long had been informed on 
the 
Japanese

through captured documents. 
While kam ikaze was a symbol 
to Americans of Japanese aerial 
suicide attacks, it was not restrict­ 
ed to the air. 
An outstanding ex­ 
ample was tanks. 
The Japanese 
realized th a t their anti-tank tac­ 
tics were weak, due to inferior 
equipment. 
W ith their total dis­ 
regard for hum an life, they or­ 
ganized suicide assault units. 
Suicide tactics were not confined 
to the air or tank corps. 
An im­ 
perial general headquarters pam ph­ 
let seized at a battlefront head­ 
quarters in July’, 1944, ordered: 
"In view of the present situa­ 
tion it is absolutely necessary th a t 
all of the arm ed services under­ 
stand w arfare which enables s 
single person to destroy an air­ 
plane, a warship or a tank and 
thus crush the stubborn enemy 
who relies upon m aterial superi­ 
ority'. 
“All 
concerned 
m ust 
become 
thoroughly indoctrinated in this 
method al once.’’ 
Japanese soldiers were not al­ 
ways willing deliberately to sacri­ 
fice their lives in anti-tank suicide 
tactics, which were far different 
from dying in wild banzai charges.

reluctance 
came 
from, among others, Superior Pvt. 
Yoshimobu H anazawa, who said 
“suicide men wore picked from the 
companies and not all were volun­ 
teers. They' w’aitcd with fear th at 
they m ight be chosen. 
They did

Route 6, known for years as the 
Roosevelt H ig h w ay, 
during 
the 
years to come is to receive a face­ 
lifting th a t‘ w ill transform it into 
a first class cross country hig h­ 
w ay. This w as learned au th o rita­ 
tively from H en ry E . Kloss. pro­ 
gram director for the Pen n sylva ­ 
nia State H ig h w ay 
Departm ent. 
Mr. Kloss has been spending some 
lime in the city during the past

conditions w ith a view of m aking

M r. Kloss rn discussing h ig h w ay

loads. 
T ra ffic 
during the 
w ar has broken down m any of the 
main highw ays over he nation ana 
most of them w ill have to be re­ 
built.

Sumewuere, right here iii our own com m unity, a baby is 
crying lustily for milk, but there is no m ilk; somewhere a sm all 
g irl shivers in the half-light of early m orning as she slips her 
one ragged dress over her head; somewhere a boy looks w istfu lly 
it his dirty, bare lect and wi hts lie had shoes like the boy next 
door; somewhere a hungry fam ily sits down to an inadequate 
meal. 
Yes, these pictures are not pleasant, and but for the W arren 
Relief Association, the needs of those less fortunate ones might 
go unheeded 
Regardless of age. color or creed, the volunteer 
members of the W a rren R elief adm inister aid to all those who 
are in need. 
To concentrate efforts and assistance where they 
are most urgently required, tw o directors are appointed in each 
ward to investigate the m any appeals the Association receives. 
In answ er to these appeals, the W arren R elief Association 
distributes m ilk, m akes out food orders, pays for medicine, fuel 
and rents. 
Thanksgiving baskets were distributed before ration­ 
ing began, and now food orders arc given so that this service 
m ay be continued. 
Last ye a r 2*12 persons benefited in these 
various respects. 
The im portance of nourishing food for school children has 
alw ays been emphasized by the W arren R elief Association. 
Dur- 
ug the last school year lunches and 6 quarts of m ilk daily were 
provided for children at the N orth W arren school cafeteria. 
A t 
.* cost of approxim ately 52,000 a year, more than 22,014 quarts 
of m ilk were allotted not only these children, but also m any 
other infants, sick and aged. 
More than 1,000 pieces of clothing were distributed by the 
Association last year from its rooms on L ib e rty street. 
The 
Needlework Guild donated over 200 new garm ents, and the re ­ 
mainder of the clothing w as given by persons interested in the 
Work of the W arren Relief. 
N ew shoes and rubbers were pur­ 
chased by the Association to supplement the outfits. 
Although a few sm all donations are received from clubs, 
burelle i and individuals, the W arren Relief Association relies 
on the Com m unity Fund for the main source of its income. 
Upon 
the generosity of those who donate to this Fund depends the 
health and happiness of the needy in our com m unity for the

reunited and a" suitable home made for them. 
Set up to help children who, fo r an y reason, need care 
aw ay from their own homes, the Children's A id Society of W a r ­ 
ren County is functioning fo r the 56th year 
Before a child is 
placed in a foster home, the situation is com pletely studied and 
placement is made only when this plan is best for the child. 
A n im portant part of child-plaeir.g is to return the child to 
his own home as soon as his parents can adequately care for 
hun. 
Som etim es, while a sn.all girl or boy is in a foster home, 
the parents are taught through visits and discussion the proper 
w ay to im prove care and understanding. 
O ccasionally a trained 
w orker f/aes into various homes to advise and encourage parents 
so that their children m ay be kept at home and never have the 
shock of separation w hich a removal would mean. 
The Children’s A id Society has expanded its medical pro­ 
gram by establishing a m onthly clinic where all the children 
under its care have regular physical exam inations by the So ­ 
ciety’s physician. 
Children w ith special problems are given the 
most careful attention. 
Five-year-old Jan e did not have a satisfacto ry home life 
and because of neglect, her physical and emotional condition 
became unbalanced. 
The Children's A id So ciety found a board­ 
ing home fo r lier, where she was given understanding and loving 
care. 
Skilled m edical aid w as provided fo r Jan e, including an 
operation and special m edication. 
Today the little g irl plays 
with dolls, cats lollipops and listens to bedtime stories exactly 
as her* playm ates do, 
The need for the w ork of the Children’s A id is g reater today 
than ever before. 
The w ar has increased the problem of ille­ 
gitim acy, and every unm arried mother needs help and under­ 
standing. 
Perhaps cho is afraid to tell her parents of her con­ 
dition or perhaps she is afraid of the future for herself and her 
child, because she knows of the disapproval she w ill have to 
meet in the com m unity. 
She needs counsel of the soundest kind 
to make plans for bur baby from the tim e she recognizes her 
pregnancy, and assurance th at the situation w ill be confidential 
until she reaches her own decision in regard to plans for her 
baby, 
The Children’s Aid Society is able to give this care. 
F o r the m other who w an ts an adoption for her baby, the 
Childre, ’st Aid Society is able to make a placem ent in a carefully 
selected home after a study of Ute child has been made. 
The 
seriousness of adoption, both to the parents and to the adoptive 
parents cannot be overestimated. 
This is a step which should 
be taken only w ith careful thought and advice. 
A private agenev. the Children’s A id Society depends upon 
financial help, in addition to w hat parents are able to pay, from 
its share of the Warren County W a r Fund. 
Let us prove that we are w illing to aid children less fo rtu ­ 
nate than our own bv m aking our contribution to the W arren 
Count\ W a r Fund today.
